G overnor N e tt expressed Ilia satis 
faction at the nows, an d added:

And lie might 
have said also th a t slan d er 
is the 
vilest weapon th a t c an bo used for 
th o purpose of discred itin g a political 
opponent. 
T he T exas libel law la severo and 
drastic, and som etim es it would seem 
th a t it goes to g re a te r lengths than 
th e 
law s 
should go in 
punishing 
crim e.
